Opinion a Bomb Shell. 

In view of the relations of Attorney 
Clawson te the unions which he -has 
represented in many notable wage and 
other industrial disputes his opinion has 
proved a bombshell in the ranks of or- 
ganized labor in Indian and adjoining 
states and in the camp of the Demo- 
cratic leaders. It has been issued by 
the Locomotive Engineers and Conduc- 
tors’ Mutual Benefit association of De- 
roit for the information of its members. 

On the question of how long the em- 
ployés are to receive ten hours’ pay for 
eight hours’ work the Clawson opinion 
says: 

“The wage provided for in section 3 
shall continue for a period not to ex- 
ceed eleven months after the president 
has appointed his commission for in- 
vestigation, and for a no longer period. 

“After the expiration of the thirty 
days beyond the report of the commis- 
sion there is no standard rate of wage 
mentioned either in section 1 or section 
3 of the act, and this law does not gov- 
ern it.” 


No Rate Provided. 


Railway employés making runs of 100 
miies in less than ten hours are now 
paid on the mileage basis. Many pas- 
senger runs of 100 miles are made in 
five hours and the employés now receive 
ten hours’ py for five hours’ work. 
On the effect of the Adamson law upon 
=e ages of such employés the Clawson 

on says: 

ore a trainman shall run 100 miles in 
five hours, and eight hours is the basis 
for reckoning his compencation, we are 
of the opinion that under the Adamson 
act after the maximum time of eleven 
months has expired there is no rate of 
Wage provided and it is wholly a matter 
of negotiation between the railways and 
their employés; and we are of the opin- 
ion that within the eleven months as a 
maximum period the trainman who 
travels 100 miles in five hours will re- 
ceive his proportionate part of the eight 
hour standard pay. 

It is true that Sec. 3 provides that 
the compensation for the standard eight 
hour day shall not be reduced below the 
present standard day’s wage, but that 
simply means that if the man works the 
standard eight hour work day his in- 
come or compensation or wage under the 
Adamson act for that eight hours shall 
not be reduced below the present stand- 
ard day's wage.
